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SPECIAL NOTE 


The release of this bulletin has been significantly delayed owing to ABS efforts to 
present industry data classified according lo the revised industry classification, 
Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC). This 


work is not yet completed and to avoid further delay industry estimates in this 


edition of the bulletin are presented on the basis of the former industry classifica- 
tion, Australian Standard Industrial Classification (ASIC). It is expected that the 
industry data based on ANZSIC will now be imtroduced in the June quarter 1995 


Hulletin. 








SUMMARY OF FENDINGS 


NOTE: The estimates presented in this publication are obtained from the Survey of Employment and Eamings (SEB), a 
survey of employers conducted quarterly. The ABS publishes a number of independently obtained series of employment 
estimates, including those from the monthly Labour Force Survey (LFS). The difference between estimates of wage and 
salary eamers in SEE and LFS increased substantially over the two years to June 1994, but has stabilised over the past 
six months. For further information on the comparability of the two surveys, see paragraphs 22 to 27 of the Explanatory

TREND ESTIMATES 


Private sector 

In the private sector the number of employees grew stead- 
ily to a peak of 4,523,100 in November 1989 and then fell 
steadily to a trough of 4,115,400 in February 1992. Since 
February 1992 the number of employees fluctuated over a 
small range, falling to 4,093,200 in October 1993 before 
commencing a steady increase to 4,355,700 in December 
1994. This represents an increase of 6.4% in this period. 
Over the same period only Tasmania recorded a decrease 
(9.6%). The increases in the other States were: New 
South Wales 5.9%, Victoria 12.6%, Queensland 5.3%, 
South Australia 2.4%, Western Australia 0.4%, Northern 
Territory 20.7% and the Australian Capital Territory 
1.3%. 


Public sector 

In the public sector the number of employees remained 
relatively steady over the five years to April 1990. It then 
fell steadily from 1,734,800 in Apri! 1990 to 1,566,900 in 
July 1994, a decrease of 9.7%. Since then there has been 
a pradual increase to 1,585,100 im December 1994. For 
the period from April 1990 to December 1994 increases 
occurred in Queensland (4.1%) and the Australian Capital 
Territory (5.2%). For the same period the remaiming six 
States have shown a decrease, the largest being m Victoria 
(20.0%). 
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ORIGINAL ESTIMATES 


Male und female wage and salary earners 

Estimates of male and female wage and salary earners re- 
late to the middle month of each quarter and are presented 
only in original terms rather than trend. 


Diagram 2 shows the number of female wage and salary 
eamers aS 4 proportion of total wage and salary eamers. 
Throughout the eight years from November 1986 to No- 
vember 1994 this proportion has continued a steady nse 
from 42.5 per cent to 46.7 per cent.

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Diagram 3 shows the number of male and female employ- 
ees in Austraha over the last eight years. The number of 
male employees rose from 3,261,900 mn November 1986 
to a peak of 3,508,600 in November 1989. It then fell to 
3,078,700 in May 1994, before moving upwards by 
96,700 to 3,175,400 in November 1994, The number of 
female employees also rose from November 1986 
(2.408.900) to a peak in November 1989 (2,793,200), and 
then fell fo 2,618,900 in August 1993. In the twelve

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months to November 1994 the number of female employ- 
ees rose again, by 139,200, to 2,785,300. 


Full-time and part-ume wage and salary earners 
Estimates of full-time and part-time wage and salary eam- 
ers also relate to the middle month of each quarter and are 
presented only in original terms,

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Diagram 4 shows the number of full-time and part-time 
employees over the previous eight years. 


The number of full-time employees grew steadily over a 
number of years to a peak of 4,745,600 in November 1989 
and has since fallen to a low of 4,075,400 in May 1994, 
rising again by 83.800 to 4,159,200 in November 1994. 


The number of part-time employees also grew steadily 
over a number of years to 1,556,200 in November 1989. 
In contrast to full-tume employees, the number of part- 
time employees contimued to rise after November 1989, to 
1,801,500 in November 1994, including a mse of 158,900 
in the last twelve months, 
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Employer unit size 

Estimates presented in Table 23 show the distribution of 
employees in the private sector employer units over three 
size ranges. 


Less than 20 employees: 

As wlustrated in Diagram 5, over the seven year period 
from November 1987 to November 1994 the number of 
employees in the private sector employed by organisations 
with less than 20 employees showed a rise from 1,361,900 
to a temporary peak of 1,480,300 in August 1989, After 
a fall to a low of 1,378,600 in February 1991 the number 
of employees grew to 1,530,600 in November £992, fell 
again to 1,435,700 in May 1994, and has smmce nsen to 
1,534,100 in November 1994. 


2G to 9Y employees: 
As illustrated in Diagram 5 the employment levels in the 
20-99 range rose from 962,100 in November 1987 to a 


peak of 1,042,300 in November 1989 and has since fallen 
to $39,500 in November 1994. 


f00 plus employees: 

For the 100 plus employee category, Diagram 5 shows a 
peak of 2,056,400 in November 1989. The level of em- 
ployment subsequently fell by 17.6 per cent to 1,694,900 
in May 1992, remained steady until August 1993, and has 
since risen by 11.6% to 1,893,900 in November 1994. 


Earnings 

Total carnings for employed wage and salary eamers in 
the December quarter [994 in original terms was esti- 
mated as $44,228.5m. This was an increase of $2.208.2m 
(5.3%) since the September quarter 1994 and an increase 
of $1,971.0m (4.7%) since the December quarter 1993.

EXPLANATORY NOTES 


introduction 

f. This publication contains results of the quarterly Sur- 
vey of Employment and Earnings (SEE) which was 
introduced in the September quarter 1983. The survey is 
designed to obtain, from employer units, information on 
numbers of wage and salary earners employed each month 
and their quarterly eamings. [t replaced the civilian em- 
ployees senes, based principally on information obtained 
from payroll tax returns, which was discontinued after 
April 1980. 


Scope of the survey 

2, All wage and salary eamers who received pay in any 
pay penod ending within the quarter were represented in 
the survey, except: 


® members of the permanent defence forces; 


® employees of enterprises in the private sector pri- 
marily engaged in agriculture, forestry. fishing and 
hunting: 


® employees in private households employing staff; 
® employees of overseas embassies, consulales, etc: 


® employees based outside Australia. 


3. An indicator of the number of employed wage and 
salary camers out of scope to the year ended June 1994 is 
shown in the following table:

Estimates of the number of employees in private sector 
agriculture and private households were derived from the 
Labour Force Survey while data relating to the number of 
permanent defence force members are based upon infor- 
mation supplied to the ABS by the Department of 
Defence. 


Statistical unit 

4. The statistical unit for the survey comprises all ac- 
tivities of an employer in a particular State. Each 
Stauistical unit was classified to an mdustry: see paragraph 
8 for more information on classification by industry. [n 
addition, larger employers which are not currently split 
into separate statistical units are examined to decide 


whether they should be split for the purpose of reporting 
ther employees. Any changes in reporting arrangements 
as a result of such reviews can have an impact on the 
industry estimates at the time of their implementation. 


Survey methodology and design 

5. This survey is conducted by mail cach quarter from 
a sample of approximately 10,000 employer units. Of 
these, approximately 7.500 are in the private sector and 
2,500 are in the public sector. However, data for a num- 
ber of Commonwealth, ACT and NT Government 
departments are collected electronically. 


6. Information on monthly number of employees and 
quarterly earnings is collected each quarter. For the first 
and last month of each quarter, only the tolal number of 
persons is collected; for the mid month of each quarter, 
details of males and females, full-time and part-time are 
collected. 


7. Private sector stattstical units are stratified by State, 
industry, and number of employees. Public sector statis- 
tical units are further stratified by institutional sector and 
level of government. An equal probability sample is se- 
lected from each stratum. 


Classification by industry 

8. This publication presents statistics classified by in- 
dustry. Each statistical unit is classified to an industry 
which reflects the predominant activity of the business in 
the State. In a small number of cases where a business 
has a significant number of employees in more than one 
industry, a separate statistical unit was created for each 
industry. Penodically, a review is undertaken to deter- 
mine whether existing enterprises which are split into 
separate statistical units should continue to report on that 
basis. 


9. The 1983 edition of the Australian Standard Indus- 
trial Classification (ASIC), Volume 1 (1201.0) and 
Volume 2 (1202.0) has been used to classify the statistical 
units in the survey. Statistics in this publication are pre- 
sented at ASIC division level only. However, data are 
available at a finer industry level on request. 


Standard Lnostitutional Sector Classification of 
Australia (SISCA) 

10. SISCA is a system for classifying institutional units 
by broad economic functions and is a key component of 
the general national accounting framework. For the pur- 
poses of these statistics the classification has been used to 
separate the public sector into public business enterprises 
(trading and financial) and general government enter- 
prises. Certain public sector data have been classified by 
SISCA and are presented in Tables 8, 9 and 10. 





Employer unit size classification 

If. Data presented in Table 23 show the distribution of 
employees in employer units over three size ranges. Over 
a period, the composition of these categories will vary as 
some employer units migrate from one size group to an- 
other due to changes in their employment levels. 


Reliability of estimates 

[2. Estimates are subject to sampling and non-sampling 
errors. For more mformation refer to Appendix 1 - Tech- 
nical Note. 


Interpretation of estimates of movements 

13, While estimates of employed wage and salary cam- 
ers are presented m this publication for each month of the 
quarter, the survey is conducted quarterly and the sample 
of employer units is updated each quarter to reflect 
changes in the ABS register of business units, from which 
the sample is selected. These changes arise from the 
emergence of new businesses, takeovers and mergers, 
changes to industry classification, changes in the number 
of employees, and businesses which have ceased opera- 
tions. Such updating of the register can contribute to 
changes in the estumates of employed wage and salary 
earners, and eamings. 


14. Estimates of monthly movements within each quarter 
arise solely from changes in reported number of employ- 
ees by employer units but movements between quarters 
also reflect changes resulting from updating the survey 
sample, 


Seasonal Adjustment 

15. Seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the es- 
timated effects of normal seasonal variation from the 
series so that the effects of other influences on the series 
can be more clearly recognised. Seasonal adjustment does 
not aim to remove the ivegular or non-seasonal influences 
which may be present m any particular month. Influences 
that are volatile or unsystematic can still make it difficult 
to interpret the movement of the series even after adjust- 
ment for seasonal variation. This means that 
quarter-to-quarier movements of seasonally adjusted esti- 
mates may not be reliable mndicators of trend behaviour. 


16. The series have been seasonally adjusted from Sep- 
tember 1983 and the historical series can be made 
available on request. The seasonal factors are reviewed 
annually to take account of each additional year’s original 
data. The most recent review took place in the March 
quarter 1994. 


7. Details about the method of seasonal adjustment of 
these series are available on request. 


Trend Estimates 

18. The ABS considers that tend estimates provide a 
more reliable guide to the underlying direction of the data, 
and are more suitable {han either the seasonally adjusted 
or oflginal data for most business decisions and policy ad- 
vice. 
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19. The tend estimates in this publication, obtamed by 
dampening out the irregular component from the season- 
ally adjusted series, are calculated using the centred 
13-term Henderson moving average. Estimates for the six 
most recent months cannot be calculated using this centred 
average method; imstead an asymmetric average is used. 
This can lead to revisions in the trend estimates for the 
last six months when data become available for later 
months. Revisions of trend estimates wil] also occur with 
revisions to the original data and re-estimation of seasonal 
adjustment factors. Prior to the March quarter 1994 issue, 
trend estimates were calculated using a centred 23-term 
Henderson moving average of the seasonally adjusted se- 
ries. 


20, Ifa senes is Inghly volatile then the trend estimates 
will be subject to greater revision for the latest few 
months as data become available. However, it 1s impor- 
tant to note that this does not make the trend senes 
inferior to the seasonally adjusted or original series. In 
such cases the effect of the uregular component on overall 
movements will remain in the seasonally adjusted and the 
original estimates but not in the trend series.

Comparability of results with the Labour Force 
Survey 

22, The ABS publishes a number of independently ob- 
tained series of employment estimates. 


23. The monthly Labour Force Survey (LFS) collects 
data by interview from a sample of about 29,000 private 
and non-private dwellings, using trained interviewers. 
Self-employed persons are included in the Labour Force 
Survey. The estimates are published in The Labour 
Force, Australia, Preliminary (6202.0) and The Labour 
Force, Australia (6203.0). There are conceptual and 
methodological reasons for differences in the estimates 
produced by the two surveys. These are discussed in an 
Information Paper: Comparison of Employment Estimates 
from the Labour Force Survey and the Survey of Employ- 
ment and Earnings (6263.0). 
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24. Since the introduction of the SEE series in the Sep- 
tember quarter 1983, the estimates of the number of wage 
and salary earners have been lower than those from the 
LFS. The difference between the two series started to 
widen during 1989 and has grown to its present level of 
approximately 665,000. 


25. When making comparisons of the wage and salary 
eamers components of the two surveys it must be bome 
in mind that SEE draws its sample from the ABS register 
of businesses while LFS is a houschold survey. Because 
of this it is important to note that, on occastons, the reg- 
ister can be subject to undercoverage of business units and 
that it can be affected by delays in the birth of new busi- 
nesses to it. This can lead to undercoverage of samples 
selected from the register, such as SEE, but cannot for a 
household based collection, such as LFS. A study ts be- 
ing undertaken in order to identify the extent of 
undercoverage on the register. 


26. Separate estimates of full-time and part-ume employ- 
ees are included in Table 11. For definitions of these 
terms, sce Appendix 2 - Glossary. This table was first 
published in the June quarter 1987 issue of this publica- 
tion, Information for previous quarters back to September 
1983 is available on request. For the reasons outlined 
above in paragraph 25, it is difficult to compare estimates 
of full-time and part-time employees derived from the 
SEE with those produced from the LFS. Generally, the 
number of full-time employees is higher in the LFS senes, 
and the number of part-time employees is higher m the 
SEE series. In the LFS, a person who works more than 
35 hours a week in total in two (or more) part-time jobs 
is classified as working full-time. However, in this situ- 
ation, the SEE would show two part-time jobs as having 
been filled. 


27. The ABS considers that the Labour Force series pro- 
vides the better indicator of overall employment 
movements at the Australian and State level, The agere- 
gate employment estimates in the quarterly National 
Accounts are based on that source. 


Comparability of results with the Average Weekly 
Earnings survey 

28. The SEE collects total quarterly employee carmings 
primarily for use in estimating the gross domestic product 
component of the Australian National Accounts. Whilst 
average employee earnings can be derived from these 
data, the results will not be comparable with those from 
the Survey of Average Weekly Earnings (AWE) published 
in Average Weekly Earnings, States and Austrailia 
(6302.0). The SEE collects the sum of employee carmngs 
paid in all pay periods ending in a quarter and the results 
will be affected by the varying number of pay periods 
from quarter to quarter, whereas the AWE relates to a 
specified pay period within a quarter and is not subject to 


such influences. In addttion, certain types of payments 
within the scope of the SEE, such as retrospective pay, 
pay in advance, leave loadings and severance, termination 
and redundancy payments are specifically excluded from 
the AWE. The SEE eamings data are also subject to sea- 
sonal yariations particularly in December and March 
quarters due to the incidence of holidays taken in January 
being paid in advance and the earmmgs bemg reported in 
December quarter figures.

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APPENDIX 1 - TECHNICAL NOTE 


Reliability of estimates 

1. Estimates for both the private and public sectors in 
this publication are subject to sampling variability because 
they are based on information relating to a sample of em- 
ployer units rather than a full enumeration, (i.c. they may 
differ from the figures that would have been produced if 
the information had been obtamed from all employer 
units). This difference, called sampling error, should not 
be confused with inaccuracy that may occur because of 
imperfections in reporting by respondents or in processing 
by the ABS: such inaccuracy is referred to as non-sam- 
pling error and may occur in any enumeration, whether it 
be a full count or sample. Efforts have been made to re- 
duce the non-sampling error by careful design of 
questionnaires, detailed checking of returns and quality 
control of processing. 


2. The sampling error associated with any estimate can 
be estimated from the sample results. One measure of 
sampling error is given by the standard error which indi- 
cates the degree to which an estimate may vary from the 
value that would have been obtained from a full enumera- 
tion (the ‘wue” figure), There are about two chances in 
three that a sample estimate differs from the tue value by 
less than one standard crror, and about nineteen chances 
in twenty that the difference will be less than two standard 
ITOrs. 


3. if the standard error of an estimate is large relative 
to the size of the estimate, the usefulness of that estimate 
is seriously impaired. For the tables in this publication, 
estimates with standard errors greater than 25 per cent of 
the estimate have been labelled with an asterisk, 


4. Standard errors of estimates of fevel, by mdustry, are 
shown in Table A for the private sector and Table B for 
the public sector and relate only to the third month of the 
quarter. As the survey is conducted quarterly from a 
common sample of employer units, who report details of 
employees for cach month of the quarter, standard errors 


on all estunates for total persons employed in each month 
are of a similar magnitude. 


5. Standard errors of estimates of movements, provide a 
measure of the rellabilmy of changes in the level of an 
estimate. Tabies A and B show standard errors for move- 
ments in the level of estimates for the private and public 
sectors tespectively for persons between the third month 
of successive quarters. Annual movement standard errors 
are also shown and relate to March 1992 - March 1993 
movements. 


6. An example of the use of standard error on levels 1s 
as follows. If the estimated number of wage and salary 
eamers was 5,800,000 with a standard error of 34,000, 
then there would be about two chances in three that a full 
enumeration would have given a figure in the range 
§,766,000 to 5,834,000 and about nineteen chances m 
twenly that it would be in the range 5,732,000 to 
5,868,000. 


7. An example of the use of standard error on move- 
menis is as follows. If the estimated standard error for a 
quarterly change estimate of wage and salary earners was 
15,000 and the quarterly change estimate between two 
quarters was 40,000 persons, then there would be about 
two chances in three that a full enumeration would have 
given a quarterly change estumate in the range 25,000 to 
§5,000 persons and about nineteen chances in twenty that 
it would been in the range 10,000 to 70,000 persons. 


8. Quarterly movements in estimates of employed wage 
and salary earners are considered to be statistically signifi- 
cant where they exceed two standard errors. 


9. Standard errors for camings are approximately the 
same relative size as standard errors for number of em- 
ployees. Detailed standard errors for both empioyment 
and eamuings are available on request.

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APPENDIX 2 - GLOSSARY 


Commonwealth government employees. Persons em- 
ployed by all departments, agencies and authorities created 
by or reporting to the Commonwealth Parliament, includ- 
ing trading bodies such as banks, airlines and 
communications bodies. Those bodies run jointly by 
Commonwealth and State governments are classified to 
Commonwealth, 


Employer units are the statistical units which make up the 
population from which the sample was drawn (see para- 
graph 4 of the Explanatory Notes). 


Employer unit size. To derive estimates of employer unit 
size, each of the approximately 7,500 privale sector em- 
ployer units is allocated a size classification based on the 
number of employees actually reported for the middle 
month of the quarter. The size classification reflects the 
size of a business in a particular State/Territory and not 
necessarily the size of a business Australia wide. 


Full-time employees. Permanent, temporary and casual 
employees who normally work the agreed or award hours 
for a full-time employee in their occupation and who re- 
ceived pay for any part of the reference period. If agreed 
or award hours do not apply, employees are regarded as 
full-time if they ordinarily work 35 hours or more per 
week. 


General government enterprises. Public sector enterprises 
mainly engaged in the production of goods and services, 
outside the normal market mechanisms, providing these 
goods and services to the general public. The costs of 
operations are often financed from public revenues. ¢.g. 
Government Departments. 


Gross earnings. Payments to employees before tax and 
other items (such as superannuation) are deducted. They 
comprise amounts paid from interstate or overseas; ordi- 
nary time and overtime earnings; overaward payments; 
penalty payments, shift and other remunerative allow- 
ances; commissions and retainers; bonuses and similar 
payments; payments under imcentive or piecework; pay- 
ments under profit-sharing schemes: leave loadings; 
annual and Jong service leave payments; sick leave pay- 
ments; advance and retrospective payments; salanes and 
fees paid to company directors, members of boards, com- 
mittees, commissions, councils, etc.; amounts paid to 
employees on workers’ compensation who continue to be 
paid through the payroll; and severance, termmation and 
redundancy payments. 


Industry. Industry is classified according to the Austra- 
lian Standard Industrial Classification (ASIC) [983 
Edition (1201.0). 


institutional sector. Institutional sector is classified ac- 
cording to the Standard Institutional Sector Classification 
of Australia (SISCA) 1987 Edition (1218.0). 


Lacail government employees. Persons employed by mu- 
nicipalities and shires and other Jocal authorities created 
by or subject to the provisions of local government legis- 
lation, such as county councils im New South Wales. 


Number of employees. All wage and salary earners who 
received pay for any part of the relevant pay period. All 
permanent, temporary, casual, managcrial and executive 
employees are included. Part-time and casual employces 
who may have worked only a few hours during the refer- 
ence period are included. Employees on paid leave and 
those employees on workers’ compensation who continue 
to be paid through the employer's payroll are also in- 
cluded. Casual employees who work on an irregular basis 
and who were not paid during the relevant pay period, 
employees on leave without pay, on strike or stood down 
without pay for the whole of the pay period are excluded. 


Part-time employees. Permanent, temporary and casual 
employees who are not classified as full-time employees 
as defined, 


Public employees. Administrative employees and all 
other employees of Commonwealth, State and Local gov- 
emment businesses and financial undertakings engaged in 
services such as railways, road tansport, banks, postal and 
telecommunications, air transport, education, radio, televi- 
sion, police, public works, factones, marketing authorities, 
hospitals and welfare institutions. 


Public financial enterprises. Public sector enterprises ac- 
tively involved in financial market transactions such as 
borrowing and lending. Excluded are those public bodies 
whose funds flow directly to or from general government 
revenue. 


Public trading enterprises. Public sector enterprises pre- 
dominantly engaged in the production of goods and 
services with an intention of maximising profits and finan- 
cial renuns with most operating costs being derived from 
trading activilics. 


Reference period for the number of empioyees. The last 
pay period ending on or before the third Fnday in cach 
month. 


Reference period for earnings. All pay periods for which 
the end of the pay period falis within the quarter. 


Sector. Public sector includes local government author- 
ties and all government departments, agencies and 
authorities created by, or reporting to the Commonwealth 
and State Parliaments. All remaining employees are clas- 
sified as private sector. 


State government employees. Persons employed by ail 
State government departments and authorities created by, 
or reporting to, State Parliaments, including organisations 
for which the Commonwealth has assumed financial re- 
sponsibility, ¢.g. universities. Following self-government, 
the Northem Territory and the Australias) Capital Territory 
adminisurations have been classified to “State” govem- 
ments. Employees of State guvernments employed 
interstate’ are included in the estimates of the State im 
which they are based.
